Waits  on  Domestic  Settlement — Failure 

of  United  Stages  Action 


I4ONDON,  Dec.  18.— Premier  Nitti  has 
been  Invited  to  meet  Premier  Lloyd 
Oeorge  and  Premier  Clemenceau,  and 
possibly  an  American  representative.  In 
Paris  in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  it 
was  announced  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George  in 
the  House  of  Commons  today.  An  ef- 
fort to  settle  the  quesUon  of  Flume 
was  the  purpose  of  the  meeting,  he 
said. 


Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge  said  ther^k  was  com- 
plete agreement  among  the  Allies  on  the 
question  of  non-intervention  in  Russia, 
but  that  discussions  were  proceeding  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Japan  ton- 
oeming  future  ac\lon  should  the  Bol- 
sheviki advance  reach  to  any  consider- 
able degree  eastward. 

The  Premier  said  It  was  Impossible 
to  make  peace  with  Russia  because  of 
the  civil  war  existing  there.  If  the 
Bolsheviki  wanted  to  speak  for  RUssIa, 
he  added,  they  must  summon  a  national 
assembly  based  on  a  broad  franchise 
that  would  represent  something  with 
which  the  Allies  could  make  peace. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge  said  the  agreement 
to  guarantee  France  against  wanton 
aggression  was  subject  to  ratification 
by  the  United  States  on  that  particular 
point.  If  the  United  States  should  not 
ratify  the  guarantee  to  France,  he 
stated,  Oreat  Britain  would  be  free  to 
reconsider  hef   positlou. 

The  Premier  began  by  defending  a 
certain  reticence  in  negotiations.  In- 
stancing the  danger  of  dropping  a  word 
calculated  to  kindle  Inflammable  opin- 
ion in  Italy  regarding  Flume,  but  eon- 
tended  that  this  was  not  secret  diplom- 
acy, and  pointed  out  that  tbe  pub- 
licity given  to  all  decisions  of  the 
Paris  conference  was  nnprecedented. 
With  reference  to  the  Anglo-Ualted 
States-French  conventloit.  he  said  that 
the    British    Government    had    given   no 

understandlnf  on  the  subject,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  It  could  not  imagtaa 
that  tbe  United  SUtes  wosld  dishonor 
tbe  signature  ef  Ita  great    repreaswta 
tlve.

EXPECT  ELECTION 
IN  OLD  COUNTRY 


Rumors  of  Coming  Appeal  to 
Electorate  by  Coalition  Gov- 
ernment Are  i^evived  — 
Labor  Party  Is  Active. 


LONDON,  Dec.  18. — Recent  pre- 
dictions that  a  general  election  wo;iId 
be  held  in  the  near-future-  are  re- 
vived by  several  morning  newspap- 
ers In  connection  with  rumors  cur- 
rent in  the  parliamentary  lobbies 
yesterday. 

Parliament  will  be  prorogued  next 
week  until  the  second  week  in  Feb- 
ruary, when,  according  to  widespread 
belief,  the  government  will  Immedi- 
ately prepare  for  a  dissolution  of 
parliament  and  an  election  to  test 
the  country's  confidence  in  the 
coalition   cabinet. 

Members  of  the  Liabor  party.  It 
is  stated,  are  convinced  that  this  is 
the  government's  intention,  and  are 
pushing  plans  to  put  400  candidates 
in  the  field.  The  sole  plank  of  the 
party,  it  is  stated,  will  be  the 
nationalisation  of  coal  mines,'  al- 
though one  sept  ion  is  asserted  to  be- 
lieve this  to  be  a  mistake,  claiming 
there  would  be  a  better  chanced  In 
presenting  a  definite  programme  for 
social   and    political    reform. 

Lobby  gossip  further  attributes  to 
the  government  a  realisation  of  the 
Labor  party's  supposed  mistake,  and 
it  Is  stated  to  be  satisfied  to  meet 
Labor  on  this  issue  at  the  polls.  In 
the  meantime,  the  Laboritee  are  ar- 
ranging to  stump  the  country  during 
January  Hn  the  interest  of  the 
nationalisation  question. 

BRITAIN  AND  FKANCE 
CARE  FOR  ARNENIANS 

LONDON,  Dec,  18. — Earl  Cureon, 
BeoreUry  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs. 
In  the  House  of  Lords  yesterday  ex- 
plainpd  how  England  and  France 
were  Jointly  caring  for  Christian 
refugees  in  Armenia  and  other  dis- 
tricts. 

He  expressed  the  belief  there  was 
less  fear  now  than  formerly  of  a  re- 
newal of  massacres  of  Armenians, 
because  massacres  In  former  years 
"were  ordered  from  ConsUnUnople 
for  political  reasons,  but  Constanti- 
nople is  now  volceleaa  and  powerless." 

He  eald,^  that  the  Allied  missions 
W0re  oo-operating  to  restore  peapa- 
tul  and  barmonlons  relations  In  the 
Near  Baat. 

Regret  was  expressed  by  the  Secre- 
tary that  "omens  are  not  favorable 
that  the  United  SUtea  will  undertake 
a  mandate  in  thla  part  of  the  world."

— Sir  Auckland 
Geddes,  Minister  of  National  Service 
and  Reconstruction,  announced  in  the 
Commons  today  that  in  view  of  the 
decision  of  Justice  Sir  John  Sankey. 
of  the  King's  Bench  Division,  that  the 
Government  posseased  no  power  to 
prohibit  importation  of  certain  goodH, 
the  customs  had  been  instructed  to 
allow  the  importation  of  all  articTiu 
affected  in  the  Government's  prohibi- 
tory proclamation,  pending  an  appeal. 

That  importance  is  attached  to  Jus- 
tice Sankey's  decision  in  the  probibit-

LONDON,  Dec.  18. — ^The  Manches- 
ter Quardlan.  dlscussingr  the  future 
of  t^e  Empire  with  special  reference 
to  the  assertion  of  General  Smuts 
that'  the  British  Empire  ceased  to 
exist  in«^usust  1014,  says  the  state- 
ment In  such  a  condensed  form  Is 
startling:.  Full  reports  will  no  doubt 
considerably  qualil^  It,  but  his  state- 
ment Is  perfectly  true  as  a  direct 
metms  of  driving  home  the  fact  that 
changes  wrought  by  war  In  the 
status  and  relations  of  the  Dominions 
have  rung  the  death  knell  of  such 
concerted  aggressive  Imperialism  as 
the  ,8outh  African  Nationalists  fe^r. 
The  Guardian  proceeds  to  argue  that 
"Downing  Street  authority  lo  the 
Doihlnlons  is  now  reduced  to  a 
shadow. 

"In  law  the  ultimate  appeal  from 
the  highest  courts  in  the  Dominions 
is  e^ill  to  the  Privy  Council,"  says 
the. Guardian,  "but  the  delay  and  ex- 
pense which  the  system  Involves 
have  aroused  in  Canada  and  else- 
where an  active,  logicaj  agitation  for 
ending  It  which  before  long  must 
gain  its  way.  A  minor  but  not  In- 
significant symptom  of  the  same 
tendency  is  the  decision  by  Canada 
that  she  wishes  the  creation  by  the 
Crown   of   hereditary   titles   to   cease. 

"The  stress  of  war  has  forced  the 
pace  of  Imperial  development  on 
two  divergent  lines,  the  Guardian 
continues,  and  It  thinks  the  innova- 
tion of  Dominion  ministers  sitting  as 
executive  members  of  the  British 
cabinet,  although  a  favorable  step, 
has  given  rise  to  much  confused 
thinking,  for  it  led  statesmen  and 
/writers  of  a  certain  school  to  dream 
of  a  permanent  imperial  executive, 
and  perhaps  even  an  imperial  parlia- 
ment to  assume,  liabilities  and  ol>- 
llgations  for  the  Empire  as  a  whole. 

"Tff  realize  how  little  such  a  plan 
would  meet  the  trend  of  thought 
overseas,  we  have  but  to  add  to  Gen- 
eral Smuts'  speech  such  recent  Inci- 
dents as  Borden's  successful  asser- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Parllament'a 
rights  to  debate  the  peace  treaty  or 
Hughes'  declaration  that  he  waa  ut- 
terly opposed  to  what  is  called  Im- 
perial federation." 

The  Guardian  finds  in  the  Domin- 
ions having  signed  tl^e  peace  treaty 
as  separate  states  and  having  separ- 
ate representation  in  the  I<eague  of 
Nations  an  undermining  of  the  cen- 
.tral  authority  In  its  last  remaining 
citadel,  that  of  Foreign  affairs. 

In  the  new  relationship  on  which 
the  British  people  are  embarking  the 
need  for  common  counsel  and  ad- 
vice will  be  even  greater  than  before, 
but  It  will  be  a  conference  between 
nations  of  equal  status  In  a  atster- 
hood,  the  paper  concludes.

Cooper,  Xibrd  Mayor  of  Lxindon,  «n 
behalf  «f  the  city,  today  formally 
welcomed  tho  Prince  of  VViilF>  home 
after  th*  Prince's  visit  to  Cunada  and 
the  Ignited  States.

Vast  quantities  of  the  circulars  and 
pamphlets.  Vorwaertr.  declares,  were 
never  circulated. 

The  Wewspaper  demands  a  search- 
ing investigation  "to  prevent  a  repe- 
tition of  the  scandal"  and  ch9.racter- 
Ises  as  "almost  Ironic"  the  action  of 
the  State  Council  yesterday  in  voting 
for  a  non-gambling  law.

DETROIT,  Mich.,  Dec.  18.— Buyer* 
in  Windsor,  Ont..  of  American 
money  are  making  high  profits,  ac- 
cording to  a  leading  Windsor  banker, 
who  declares  thnt  85  per  cent  of  tho 
approximately  1250,000  monthly 
which  ^es  to  Windsor  from  here  is 
bought  at  a  premium. 

A  sign  displayed  in  a  Windsor 
store  window  this  week  reads: 

"American  money  bought  here: 
highest  prices  paid,"  the  dealer's 
price  being  T  per  cent.  Chartered 
banks  lees  than  a  block  «way  are 
taking  all  offerings  at  8  per  cent,  it 
was  said.  Retail  stores  advertise  in 
the  newspapers  that  they  allow  7  per 
cent  on  American  currency,  while 
street  car  conductors  are  making 
handsome  profits. 

Canadian  holders  of  American  Lib- 
erty bonds  quoted  below  par  are  dc- 
nl.ired  to  be  selling  their  bonds  In 
l>rtrolt  for  Amerlctin  money,  which 
they  re-sell  In  Windsor  at  a  profit, 
to  make  up  their  losses.  In  Detroit 
there  Is  a  10  per  cent  discount  on 
Canadian  money,  and  many  places 
rsfuse  It  enUrely.

HINNIPEO,  Dec.  18. — Approval  of 
the  llutMian  soviet  system  of  govern- 
ment was  expressed  by  K.  B.  Kussell, 
charged  with  seditious  conspiracy,  In 
a  statement  made  under  cross-exam- 
ination at  hlM  trial  today.  He  said 
that  he  had  advocated  It  as  the  only 
acceptable '  form  of  government. 

Answering  a  auestion,  he  stated  that 
all  workers  were  "slaves,"  and  that 
those  who  did  not  realize  their  clasa 
position  In  society  were  "idiots." 

There  were,  he  said,  only  t,wo 
cloMiei,  the  exploiters  and  the  ex- 
ploited. • 

The  accused  underwent  a  grueHing 
croPH-examlnatlon  by  A.  J.  Andrews, 
K.C.,  senior  counsel  for  the  crown. 
During  his  examination  by  J.  E.  Bird, 
in  the  early  part  of  today's  seBsion, 
he  denied  the  allegation  in  the  indict- 
ment that' he  wan.  responsible  for  the 
'strike. 

The  exaniinatiorf  of  Russell  by  J.  B. 
Bird,  defence  counuel,  continued  this 
morning.  Questioned  by  Mr.  Bird 
the  witnesfl  declared  that  he  bad  never 
supported  the  breaking  of  contracts 
by  the  workers,  and  that  he  was  pres- 
ent at  the  meeting  which  called  the 
sympathetic  strike,  but  it  was  not  on 
a  motion  introduced  by  him.  A.  Bar- 
low, carpenters'  uhlon  organizer, 
made  a  motion  that  a  general  strike 
be  ,  declared  to  support  the  building 
and  metal  trades  strikers,  said  witneus, 
amd  as  a  result  of  this  the  strike  vote 
was  taken  ampng  affiliated  unions.  Mr. 
Fisher,  policemen's  union  delegate, 
moved,  stated  witness,  that  the  vofe 
l>o  tiooled  and  "the  clear  majority 
token." 

Tills  was  done  and  the  vote  proved 
that  en  overwhelming  majority  fav- 
ored the  sympathetic  ntrlKe,  witness 
declared. 

Mr.  Husnoll  denied  absolutely  the 
charge  in  the  indictment  that  he  or 
anyone    else    in   connection   with   the

of  govamment.  lAbor  organisations, 
he  declared,  took  a  vote  on  the  sym- 
pathatlc  Btrlke  and  namied  fi  strike 
committee  of  300  to  negotiate  between 
employers  and'  employees,  in  which 
the  committee  had  no  real  power,  l^ut 
had|to  refer  back  to  the  workers. 

The  witness  denied  that  strikers 
were  responsible  for  endangering  hu- 
man life  during  the  strike,  and  that, 
as  charged,  be  was  in  any  way  re- 
sponsible for  the  Calgary  convention 
of  l&bor  delegates.  He  said  there 
,werc  no  para<Ves  of  strikers,  and  the 
strike  committee  did  its  best  to  pre- 
vent parades,  which  were  held  by 
two  factions  of  returned  soldiers. 

Th*e  witness  denied  that  there  had 
been  any  usurpation  of  government 
powers  by  the  strike  committee,  say- 
ing: "We  conferred  at  all  times  with 
the  civil.  Provincial  and  Dominion 
authorities,  and  never,  to  njy  knowl- 
edge, took  any  unlawful  steps." 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Andrews, 
for  the  crown,  Mr.  Russell  aamittcd 
that  he  voted  In  favor  of  the  motion 
to  call  a  general  strike  and  that  he 
took  a  very. active  part  In  the  trades 
and  labor  council.  He  stated  that  he 
believed  Ih  general  strikes  under  the 
system  existing  In  craft  unions. 

vMr.  Andrews  put  in  as  an  exhibit  a 
copy  of  the  ballot 'taken  for  the  sym- 
pathetic strike,  and  read  from  The 
Western  LAbor  News  the  report  of  a 
speech  made  by  R.  J.  Johns,  In  which 
he  spoke  to  the  effect  that  bloodshed 
had  api>eared  in  Germany:  that  fight- 
ing was  going  on  In  this  country  with 
Ideas,  and  soon  would  be  conducted 
with  rifles.  The  witness  said  those 
Vkrords  had  never  been  uttered  by 
Johns,  who  had  aubsequently  objected 
to  the  labor  paper's  report. 

Mr.  Justice  Metcalfe  pointed  out 
that  It  had  been  shown  by  the  crown 
that  the  trades  and  labor  council  was 
responsible  for  The  Western  J^bor 
News,  which  had  been  a  monns  of 
carrying  on  propaganda.  In  this  way 
it  was  evidence  against  the  accused. 

Another  article  read  by  Mr.  An- 
drews from  the  paper  stated  that  the 
Reds  and  moderates  of  the  trades  and 
labor  council  were  flgtttlng,  and  Mr. 
Russell  said  that  William  Ivens,  edi- 
tor, was  one  of  the  •  so-called  mod- 
eraten,  and  that  there  was  always  a 
ftght  going  on  between  opposing  fac- 
tions. 

The  witness  admitted  that  he  had 
made  a  study  of  Socialism,  and  he 
considered  that  the  Bolsheviki  In  Rus- 
sia had  the  only  workable  system.  He 
said  the  strike  In  Winnipeg  differed 
materially  from  that  in  Seattle  and 
therfe  had  been  no  attempt  to  model 
it  after  the  Seattle  affair.

FIND  OBJECTIONS 

TO  APPOINTMENTS 

OTTAWA,  Dec.  18. — Two  recent 
appointments  to  superior  positions  in 
the  qlvll  service  have  excited  pro- 
tests from  two  of  the  greatest  de- 
partments In  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment, and  pointed  comment  frond 
the  Civilian,  the  organ  of  tha  civil 
service  association  of  Canada.  The 
appolntents  to  which  objection  has 
been  taken  are  those  of  Colonel 
Carey  to  the  coUectorship  of  Van- 
couver, and  Lieut.  Payette  to  the 
postmastershlp   of  Hujl. 

"Both  of  those  appointees  are  out- 
siders without  any  experience  in  the 
work  they  have  been  hired  to  super- 
Vise,"   says  the   Civilian.  \ 

After  going  into  the  case  of  the 
Vancouver  appointment,  the  Civilian 
proceeds: 

"A  man  who  knows  nothing  of 
customs  dutlef  has  been  appointed 
at  $3,600  to  perform  the  following 
duties,  as  set  forth  In  the  advertise- 
ment: 

"  'The  nppolntee  will  be  respon- 
sible for  the  general  supervision  of 
all  ^'ork  Involved  In. the  enforcement 
of  customs  laws  and  the  collection 
of  customs  dutlen,  to  organize  and 
direct  the  work  of  employees  In  the 
office  and  in  outside  examination 
work,  etc..  and  to  give  Information 
to  the  staff  and  general  public  rela- 
tive to  interpretations  of  the  customs 
laws."  "

As  I  have  taught  nearly  15,000  women 
how  to  shoot,  X  modestly  feel  that  t 
have  some  right  to  speak  with  assurance 
on  this  subject.  Individual  for  indi- 
vidual, women  can  xhoot  us  well  as  men. 

I  had  many  talks  with  the  late  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt  and  Hudson  Maxim,  both 
of  whom  had  strong  and  forcible  opin- 
ions about  this  (rucstlon.  I  have  c^ven 
and  perslstentl.v  maintained  that  women 
should  be  prepared:  not  necessarily  for 
war.  although  It  would  not  be  imdcslr- 
able  to  have  them  ready  for  extreme 
emergencies  in  war  times,  but  to  defend 
themselves. 

Even  in  the  best  and  most  peace- 
ful civilized  countries  many  occasions 
arise  when  a  woman  versed  in  the 
knowledge  and  use  of  firearms  may  find 
that  Information  and  skill  of  great  Im- 
portance. And  surety  the  great  war  his 
revealed  many  Instanced  when  a  woman 
with  a  pistol  and  no  fear  of  using  it 
might  have  been  spared  torture,  shame 
and  death.  We  know  that  some  coun- 
tries even  went  so  far  as  to  employ 
their  women  on  the  firing  line.

WHITEWASH  WORK 

Several    Victoria    AtMetM  WUI  Have 
Gme«  Considered  at  Next  Mertlng 
of  B.CA.A.I'.  in  Vancouver  '■ 


VANCOUVER,  Dec.  18. — Norman 
Shore,  Vancouver  amateur  puck- 
chaser,  who  transgressed  the  amateur 
rules  a  few  years  ago  to  the  extent 
of  warming  the  bench  for  the  Port- 
land Buds  for  one  week,  during  which 
time  he  did  not  participate  In  any 
pi^ofesaional  matches,  will  renew  his 
application  for  reinstatement  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  provincial  execu- 
tive of  the  B.C.A.A.U.,  which-  will 
probably  be  held  during  the  last  week 
In  December.  Shore's  application  was 
presented  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
amateur  heads,  but  in  the  absence  of 
documentary  evidence  was  turned 
down.  There  is  no  quAtion  but  that 
Shore  Is  deserving  of  consideration, 
and  the  amateur  officials  will  reopen 
his  case  at  the  next  meeting.  Ath- 
letes who  knowingly  violated  the 
amateur  laws  as  late  as  last  Summer 
have  been  granted  reinstatement,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  assume  that 
Shore's  request  for  reinstatement  will 
receive    favorable    consideration.

COST  OF  NECESSARIES 

LAWRENCE,  Mass.,  Dec.  17.— Law- 
rence streets,  in  which  were  staged  the 
textile  strike  riots  of  1X12,  were  the 
scene  of  a  dlffrent  kind  today  when 
thousands  of  mill  workers  left  their 
spindles  and  looms  to  greet  Wm.  H. 
Wood,  president  of  the  American  Woolen 
Company. 

President  Wood's  visit  was  to  hold  a 
conference  with  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  connection  with  his  demand 
that  the  retail  prices  of  necessaries  be 
reduced.  He  had  announced  that  un- 
less such  a  mark  down  were  made  he 
would  set  up  a  large  general  store,  at 
which  American  Woolen  Company  em- 
ployees could  buy  at  cost  all  neces- 
saries. 

The  operatives  who  greeted  him  to-< 
day  are  reeelvlsg  the  highest  wages  in 
the  history  of  the  .textile  Industry,  and 
in  some  cases  their  appearance  showed 
corresponding  Improvement.  The  women, 
who  predominated  in  the  crowds.  In- 
cluded many  wearing  ooats  of  fur. 

The  business  men  of  the  city  pro- 
tested at  the  conferenoe  against  the 
charge  thst  they  bad  been  profiteering 
by  advanced  prices  eaoh  time  that  wages

QUEBEC'S  FINANCES 

IN  HEALTHY  STATE 

QUEBEC,  Dec,  18. — Hon.  Walter 
Mitchell,  provincial  treasurer,  de- 
livering his  budget  speech  In  the 
legislature,  announced  that  tbe  final 
operations  of  the  Oouln  government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30. 
1919,  showed  a  surplus  of  ordinary 
revenue  over  ordinary  and  extraor- 
dinary   expenditures    of    1295,221.02. 

This  announcement  was  naturally 
greeted  with  hearty  applause  by  the 
government   members. 

Thfe  treaiurer  pointed  out  that  the 
ordinary  receipts  during  '  the  year 
1918-19  showed  that  the  revenue  was 
Increasing  and  was  tAe  highest  in 
tho  blHtory  of  the  province  with  th* 
exception  of  the  year  1917-18,  when 
the  revenue  from  duties  on  succes- 
sions was  abnormal  and  exceeded 
the  estimates  of  that  year  by  |8S8,- 
647.48.

liberation.  Their  attitude  toward 
him  In  every  instance  has  Jtjeen  most 
sympathetic  and  considerate.  While 
agreeing,  and  even  urging,  that  the 
preservation  of  his  'health  must  be 
the  first  consideration,  they  h%\e 
represented  to  him  most  earnestly 
their  view  that  his  retirement  at 
this  Juncture  would  be  highly  pre- 
judicial to  the  public  interests,  and 
they  have  very  strongly  urged  him  to 
postpone  any  further  action  until 
after  a  complete  rest  of  such  dura- 
tion as  might  enable  him  to  resume 
his  duties.  Similar  appeals  have  come 
to  him  from  many  sources  outside 
the   cabinet. 

"Sir  Robert  is  naturally  reluctant 
either  to  continue  duties  fur  which 
the  condition  of  his  health  unfits 
him  or  to  retain  his  position  as  heal 
of  the  government  while  absentlnjc 
himself  for  a  considerable  period 
from  "his  post.  On  the  other  hand 
the  views  of  his  colleagues  have  been 
expressed  with  such  force  that  he 
finds  himself  unable  to  disregard 
them.  He  has,  therefore,  concluded 
at  their  request  to  take  such  rest 
from  active  work  as  may  prove 
necessary,  during  which  period  ef- 
fective arrangements  will  be  made 
for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which 
otherwise  would  bo  incumbent  upon 
him.  The  period  of  his  absence  from 
duty  will  necessarily  depend  upon 
his  progress  toward  recovery,  and  In 
the  end  the  condition  of  his  health 
will  determine  resumption  of  his 
duties  or  his  retirement  therefrom. 
Government  Policy 

"It  was  the  pur)>o8e  of  the  Prims 
Minister  to  have  set  forth  to  the 
country  during  the  recent  session 
the  policy  for  which  the  government 
would  stand  during  the  Iffe  of  the 
present  parliament.  During  his  ill- 
ness, and  Just  before  his  departure, 
he  embodied  his  proposals  In  written 
.form,  and  on  the  second  of  October, 
the  day  before  he  left  Ottawa,  be 
submitted  them  to  a  gathering  of 
government   supporters. 

"It  was  bis  desire  that  these  pro-

GEORGE  NEXT  YEAR 


Preparations  Now  Being  Made 
by  Northern  Construction 
Company  to  Rush  Construc- 
tion on  P.  6.  E. 


Preparations  for  the  comins  aea- 
don's  work  on  the  construction  of  tho 
V..O.  15.  line  from  the  present  end  of 
steel  at  Williams  I^ke  northerly  to 
rrince  Oeorire,  are  belnv  made  by  the 
Northern  Construction  Company  to 
which  the  work  done  durlnir  the  paiit 
year  was  awarded  tt>'  the  Provincial 
Government  and  which  has  secured 
the  contract  for  the  balance  of  the 
lino  to  Prince  Oeorfe. 

The  company  Is  now  installlns  an 
ofBca  at  Prince  Oeonre  and  arrancinc 
for  the  Installation  of  constrtiotlon 
camps  alotjff  the  route  at  convenient 
pointa.  Two  stopping  houses  will  p* 
built,  one  about  twenty  miles  south  of 
PrtnoA  Oeorre  and  the  second  another 
twdnty  miles  further  south.  Sawmills 
will  be  erected  at  once  at  points  be-

To  bring  golf  within  the  reach  of 
the  salaried  man  and  the  wage  earn- 
er was  declared  by  speakers  at  tfte 
Rotary  Club  luncheon  yesterday  to 
be  the  dominant  thought  behind  the 
project  to  establish  a  municipal 
links  at  Cadboro  Bay.  It  was  pre- 
dicted that  12,0(H>  pliers  would  use 
the  links  every  year  and  that  revenue 
would  be  maintained  at  a  safe  mar- 
gin above  cobta  at  each  stage  of  de- 
velopment. 

Mr.  Qordon  Jameson,  chairman  of 
tho  elub's  golf  links  committee, 
pointed  out  that  arrangements  had 
been  made  to  secure  the  property 
from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  on 
a  fifteen  year  lease  without  cost,  pro- 
vided that  the  taxes  were  mot.  The 
purpose  of  the  by-law  being  pre- 
sented to  the  Oak  Bay  ratepayers 
Ssttrrday  la  to  fix  ttio  rate  of  assess- 
ment for  the  duration  of  the  lease. 
The  assessment,  he  said,  had  been 
lumped  at  $76,000.  He  entimatod 
th»t  It  would  cost  about  )6,000  a 
year  to  operate  the  links  and  that 
revenue  wonlJ  average  ITjJJDO.  At 
Edmonton's  municipal  golf  course. 
Mr.  Jaouwon  stated,  there  were 
14,000  players  a  year  and  the  season 
was   limited    to   only   a   few   months. 


while  In  Seattle  there  were  70,000 
players  at  the  Jefferson  Park  muni- 
cipal  links. 

Success  in  Edmonton 

Ex-Mayor  W.  T.  Henry,  of  Edmon- 
ton, said  that  his  experience  of 
municipal  golf  coprses  showed  that 
success  had  been  attained  In  every 
instance.  At  Edmonton,  Calgary  and 
Los  Angeles  the  links  had  been 
profitable  from  the  standpoint  of 
operation,  and  had  proved  to  be 
exceptionally  valuable  factors  In 
community  life.  At  Edmonton  the 
links  were  making  so  much  money 
for  the  city  that  the  parks  commls- 
sioner  was  considering  a  revision  of 
fees. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Macan,  for  years  identi- 
fied with  golf  In  British  Columbia 
and  in  the  OHl  Country,  said  that 
while  the  charges  for  playing  on 
links  in  England  and  Scotland  were 
eo  low  that  everyone  could  play,  on 
this  continent  the  fees  anked  by  the 
country  clubs  were  often  prohibitive 
to  the  man  of  small  means.  Estab- 
lishment of  a  municipal  links  would 
bring  golf  within  the  reach  of  the 
average    citizen. 

Mr.  Jameson  added  that  returned 
soldiers  who  had  learned  to  play  in 
the  Old  Country  and  tourists  were 
entitled  to  consideration  In  conneo- 
tlo;i    with    the    mulclpal    links    plan. 

That  half  the  people  of  Victoria 
were  doubting  ThomaRes  and  the 
other  half,  men  from  Missouri,  was 
the  contention  of  Mr.  Reginald 
Hlncks,  who  said  that  the  citizens 
would  gladly  support  the  project  if 
they  had  the  opportunity  of  knowing 
the  facts  of  the  case.

Hodgkinson  nor  Mr.  Crawford  Coates 
thought  much  of  the  find,  neither 
Ihe  value  of  molybdenum  nor  a 
linowledge  of  the  commercial  usee  to 
whioh  it  might  bo  put  being  very 
apparent  at  the  moment.  When  an- 
nouncement of  the  discovery  of  the 
Bnglish  professor  came  through  in 
the  London  dispatch  yesterday,  how- 
ever, they  realised  that  the  time  was 
^opportune  to  call  attention  to  the 
deposit  In  the  Lillooet  country,  and 
later  in  the  day  a  Colonist  reporter 
was  permitted  to  see  some  samples 
of  the  ore  whioh  they  brought  back 
to  Victoria  after  their  trip  through 
that  part  of  the  country  last  Bum- 
mer. 

Noted   by   Mineralogist 
Hiis,  it  should  bf)  noted,  is  not  the 
first  time  that  molybdenum  has  been 
found  in  Canada. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Minister 
of  Mines  for  the  year  1918  makes  the 
following  reference  to  molybdenite 
from  which  molybdenum  is  obtained:  » 

"Molybdenite — The  urgent  demand 
for  molybdenite  for  war  purposes 
continued  throughout  the  first  halt 
of  the  year,  hut  gradually  the  market 
fell  away.  Since  the  armistice  the 
market  Is  dormant,  like  other  metal 
prices,  but  noh^lnal  quotations  vary 
from  75  cents  to  91  a  pennd. 

"DurlDg  the  year  a  carload  of 
molybdenite  ore,  carrying  also  gold, 
cobalt  and  arsenic,  was  shlj^ped  from 
the  Haxelton  View  mine.  Haaelton.  to 
the  Ottawa  Mines  Department  for 
treatment;  the  gross  retnma  from 
this  ear  were  about  |2,40«.  A  small 
shipmant  of  molybdenite  waa  made 
from  the  Golconda  elalm,  Osoyooa 
Mining  Division.  No  oth"#r  molybden- 
ite shipments   have   been   reported."

The  George  Jay  School  memorial  Is 
In  the  form  of  five  oak  panels,  sup- 
pOT\.ed  between  Corinthian  columns 
of  the  same  w^od,  the  whole  being 
the  design  of  the  Manual  Instructor, 
Mr.  G.  Anstey,  and  made  by  the 
boys  of  the  school  under  his  direc- 
tion. Nlnet'y  names  In  all  are  In- 
scribed on  the  five  panels,  the  six- 
teen In  the  central  panel  being  of 
former  pupils  of  the  school  who  mr.fe 
the  supreme  sacrifice.  The  hIx  nam\i 
at  the  head  of  the  first  column  are 
of  teachers  from  the  staff  who  went 
overseas,  the  first-,  by  a  coincidence, 
being  that  of  Mr.  T.  Hall,  the  new 
■prlhclpBl  who  succeeds  Mr.  H. 
Charlesworth  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year. 

Immediately  over  the  memorial  is 
a  picture  of  H.  M.  the  King,  which 
was  won  by  Krank  Garland  several 
years  ago  as  his  prize  for  submitting 
the  best  essay  on  "Empire."  in  the 
Daughtefs  of  the  Empire  competi- 
tion. Frank  Garland'w  name  is  one 
of  those  In  the  speckil  honor  list 
as  having  given  his  life  in  the  service 
of   his   counti-y. 

A  part  of  the  memorial  unveiled 
last  night  remalnH  still  to  bo  men- 
tioned. This  la  a  color  reproduction 
of  the  famous  painting  by  Herbert 
Schmdlz  of  flags  of  banadlan  Bat- 
talions 'placed  on  Wolfe's  tomb, 
Westminster  Abbey,  Vihllc  the  units 
were    fighting   In    France.

tt  asost  ha  ovldettt  to  all  that  only 
ptakai  man  Aouid  ho  ehoasn  lor 
tha  work  of  assloriag  isoa  to  otrli 
life,  men  who  have  sympathy  but 
are  not  weak,  men  who  will  guide 
but  who  will  not  be  artltrary.  From 
what.  4  haye  experienced  in  Victoria 
great  lleense  Is  alfssrod  and  the  men 
are  Invaiiably  glvsn'  eySrj*  conces- 
sion pos#>le.  If  doubt  exists,  the 
men  a^  always  gives  the  benefit. 
The  abas  ot  the  medical  and  sargl- 
cal  side  are  to  rsdw^e  disabilities, 
aad  by  so  doing,  to  Ineroase  the 
power  to  earn  a  Hying.  The  more 
successful  these  officers  are  the  bet- 
ter for  the  men,  apd  the  better  for 
the  country,  for  apart  from  any  feel- 
ings of  humanity  or  gratitude,  there 
is  the  economical  side,  tn  the  huge 
reduction  of  pensioaa  and  in  the  i^- 
creased  productivity,  since  the  pro- 
,  duoUvo  power  iacreasea  as  thb  db- 
ablUty  deorsases.  « 

In  ooaclusion  I  would  my  that  it 
is  not  right  to  cast  all  the  blame  for 
defects  in  the  return  of  the  soldier 
to  civilian  life  upon  the  existing  ^ 
Government.  Much  rests  with  the 
geheral  public  and  with  the  indi- 
vidual, who  can  in  various  ways 
show  appreciation  of  services  ten- 
dered and  give  a  helping  hand. 
Lastly,  regarding  the  bonus,  which  a 
certain  section  of  returned  sofdlers 
are  claiming  as  their  due.  I  speak  as 
an-  outsider,  never  having  been  over- 
seas, and  would  do  anything  in  my 
powar  for  those  men  who  fought 
for  us,  but  I  cannot  see  that  a  cash 
bonus  is  going  to  benefit  the  man 
permanently.  In  some  cases  the 
money  Is  not  reqqlr4d  by  the  men, 
maiiy  ssho.  could  do  with  it  would 
refuse  to  take  It  if  the  Government 
offered  it,  and  those  who  took  it,  1 
feel  sure,  would  not  be  permanently 
benefited,  and  in  some  cases  it 
would  do  more  harm  than  good.  If 
the  country  has  money  to  spare  let 
the  widows  and  orphans,  th%  per- 
manently disabled,  the  disabled  who 
cannot  make  a  living  as  they  did 
before  t}ie  wlb*.  let  these  be  better 
taken  care  of  and  no  one  will  be- 
grudge the  .  amount  expended.  A 
colony  farm  should  be  instituted  bo 
that  certain- of  the  problem  cases 
could  be  placed  there  until  th,ey  are 
fit  to  return  to  civilian  life.  By  a 
colony  farm,  of  course,  I  do  not 
mean  an  experimental  farm,  but  a 
farm  where  men  could  be  occupied 
in  doing  healthy  oiitdobr  *  work, 
which  would  btf  profitable  and  which 
would  )>e  the  means  of  restoring  them 
to  hiialth.  The  class  of  men  who 
should  be  put  tliere  are  the  men  who 
are  .  receiving  low  pensions' on  ac- 
count of  functional  disease,  for  these 
men  cannot  compete  In  the  open 
labor  market  on  account  of  their 
disabinty,  men'  suffering  from  vari- 
ous nervous  conditions,  nen  who  are 
in  for  a  long  period  of  convalescence 
and  need  open  air  life  and  work 
under  careful  medical  supervision. 
The  State  so  far  has  not  made  any 
provlBion^  for  this  class,  for  many 
of  them  are  walking  the  streets 
toda:^  practically  uncared  for.

Twentx  years  ago  hundreds  of  aain- 
eral  claims  were  located  on  this 
ooastUbe.  worked  for  a  few  years  and 
then  abandoned.  Why  this  stagna- 
tion? I  think  the  reason  is  not  dif- 
Aenlt  to  find.  In  many  instances  the 
locator  did  enough  work  to  obtain  a 
Crown  graht  and  did  assessment  work 
for  many  years,  often  uncovering 
good  ore.  vA  prospector  has  to  eat, 
he  must  get  steel,  powder,  beans  and, 
in  those  days,  bacon;  to  get  these  he 
must  have  cash,  get  backing,  or  be 
able  to  convert  his  few  tons  of  ere 
into  cash,  failing  to  do  one  or  the 
other,  he  must  "chuck  his  Job."  In 
British  Columbia  he  get^  no  backing, 
and  he  is  not  big  enough  to  interest 
our  friends  from  the  United  States. 
If  he  attempts -to  get  his  25,  60  or. 
100  tons  of  ore  to  the  smelter,  hop- 
ing to  get  a  little  cash  to  keep  the 
work  going,  he  finds  that  after  lay- 
ing transportation  and  smelter 
ciMirges,  there  Is^nothlng  for-  himself. 
Then  there  is  ohly  one  thing  to  do, 
abandon  prospecting  and  log  or  trap, 
by  which  means  he  is  sure  of  a  liv- 
ing. £ven  a  prpapector  must  eat  and 
so  the  prospector  becomes  logger. 

I  was  talking  Uo  an  old  prospector 
up  the  coast,  last  year,  who  had  to 
throw  up  mining  and  is  now  making 
from  120  to  130  a  day  hand  logging. 
He  told  me  that  In  the  territory  above 
the  Seymour  and  Yaculta  Rapids,  he

Sir, — Will  you  kindly  allow  me  a 
small  space  In  your  columns  to  pro- 
test against  {he  destruction  of  the 
beauties  of  the  countryilde  by  the 
municipality  of  Oak   Bay.  i  . 

Sm  a  property  owner  and  ratepayer, 
I  have  today  received  a  postcard  set- 
ting forth  ths  reasons  why  I  llhould 
yote  in  favor  of.  the  municipal  golf 
Mafcs  by-law.  One  of  these  reasons 
Is  "because  it  will  bring  tourists." 
Among  the  chief  charms  of  Oak  Bay 
for  tourlsti  are  the  .hedgerows,  in 
which  grow  (or  grew)  Wild  rose, 
wild  currant,  plum  and  other  trees, 
all  adding  to  the  beauty  of  the  land- 
scape. As'^  special  ease  In  point 
I  wish  to  call  attention  to  Laurel 
Street,  at  the  foot  of  Victoria  Avenue. 
leading  to  Bsaoh  Drive.  A  few 
yean  ago  this  lans  was  a  spurce  of 
delight  to  visitors,  often  being  quoted 
as  "so  like  an  old  English  country 
ians."  and  the  tally-ho  drivers  took  it 
Into  their  drive  as  belnj;  typical  of 
the  country.  Dorlng  the  war  part  of 
tho  hedge  was  destroyed,  la  spite  of 
vigorous  protssts,  hat  thera  was  some 
e^ouse  for  the  dsstmetlon,  aa  -the 
mtmicipality  planted  potatoes  on  the 
hottleyards.

mineral  claims,  nearly  all  of 
show  good  ore,  and  from  which  a 
considerable  tonnage  o..  ore  averaging 
5  per  cent  copper,  96  gold  an(l  sliver 
can  be  obtained.  He  had  an  idea 
(which  he  had  talked  over  with  a 
well  known  mining  engineer  of  Van- 
couver) that  it  would  pay  a  live  de- 
velopment company  to  erect  a  small 
concentrating  plant  at  a  central  place 
or  on  scows. 'Which  could  handle  ore 
from  this  district,  buying  tt  direct 
from  the  owners  as  It  was  ^brought 
by  them  to  the  plant.  In  this  way. 
all  the  prospects  could  be  worked, 
and  one  or  two  of  these  might  de- 
velop Into  mines.  The  company  would 
be  on  the  spot  and  could  have  the 
properties  under  option.  Much  of 
this  ore  can  be  easily  graded  at  the 
mines  to  eight  per  .cent  copper;  the 
gold  and  silver  valued  are  always 
substantial.  If  such  h  scheme  could 
be  carried  out.  It  'would  provide  sln- 
^wb  of  war  for  further  development. 
The  prospector  can  generally  ship  his 
few  tons  of  ore  to  the  plant  on  these 
inland  waters  weekly  if  necessary,  or 
a  scow  could  collect  on  certain  days. 
This  man  himself  has  200  tons  of 
such  ore  ready  to  break  or  on  the 
surface,  but  cannot  afford  to  ship  to 
Tacomi.  It  is  easy  to' ship  400  tons 
Qf  ore  to  a  smelter;  with  small  lots, 
overhead  expenses  eat  up  everything, 
rhe  prospector  must  be  kept  working 
on  his  claim;  only  in  this  ,way  will 
ore  bodies  be  uncovered. 

As  a  means  to  help  him.  small  local 
concentrating  plants  might  be  erected 
and  may  not  be  a  l/^d  way  for  gov- 
ernment help — better  than  a  system 
of  doles  which  lead  nowhere. 

I  think  smelters  could  be  more 
sympathetic  to  the  sipall  man.  In 
many  Instances  ihey  could  advance 
cash  against  ore  hroken  and  on  the 
surface,  the  money  to  be  used  tckeep 
development  going;  In  this  yraay  they 
could  keep  an  eye  on  the  property 
and  their  engineer  could  also  tender 
advice.  The  resident  engineer  should 
be  ready  to  advise  at  any  time.  In 
this  same  neighborhood  I  have  looked 
at  ^'good  many  properties,  all  idle 
and  waterlogged.  The  same  story — 
several  years'  work  and  hundreds  of 
dollars  put  in — unable  to  get  back- 
ing— prospect  abandoned  and  locator 
working  for  wages  or  hand  logging. 
It  is  unreasonable  to  believe  that 
a  'district  that  has  given  us  the  Brit- 
annia (with  900  men  underground), 
Tyee,  Texada  and  Surf  Inlet  mines 
has  nothing   more   tq  offer. 

The  critical  perloa  of  any  pros- 
pect is  during  early  development. 
Here  is  where  help  Is  needed.  It  Is 
useless  finding  mineral  unless  use  Is 
made  of  the  discovery.  When  a  mil- 
lion dollars  of  ore  has  been  uncovered 
and  proved  on  four  sides,  capital  will 
be  interested,  and  then  we  have  to 
go  to  the  U.S.A.   for  it.

A  Vital  Matter 

Sir, — Bome  of  the  city  fathers  and 
other  public-spirited  oitlsens  have 
put  forward  various  SOggostlons  for 
the  improvement  of  a  patch  of  vacant 
ground  behind  ths  Bmpresfa  Hotel. 
Playlng-flelds,  casinos,  pavilions, 
band, '  candy  and  ice-cream  stands, 
with  other  things'  with  most  of  which 
we  are  fairly  well  provided,  are  dan< 
gled  before  our  syss  In  kaleidoscopic 
fashion.  Let  me  indicate  a  l>etter 
way  to  spend  money. 

The  Provincial  Royal  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital was  built  about  thirty  years  ago 
to  provide  accommodation  for  the 
sick  folks  of  a  city  of  about  fifteen 
thousand  people,  Esquimalt,  Oak 
Bay  ahd  Saanich  being  then,  in  pop- 
ulation, alm'ost  negligible  quantities. 
Certain  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  building  from  time  to  time,  but 
requirements  have  far  outgrown 
space,  and  liave  brought  about  con- 
ditions to  Which  the  directors  have 
called  pnbllo  attention  on  sersral  oc- 
caA>ns.  ' 

^  One  eyeataig  last  week  I  visited  the 
h^pltai  ang.maile  a  quiet  tnspectloq 
of  the  wards  at  bed-tlms.  There  was 
overcrowdiag  averywhere.  tiie  num- 
ber of  patients  roes  to  one  handred 
and  sixty  early  In  the  month,  and 
now,  wiui  eae  ward  closed  for  neces- 
sary cissniBfc  one  hundred  and  flfty 
beds  aiid  cots  are  In  use.  This  means 
•that  ia  ths  pablle  wards  the  beds 
have  to  be  pot  so  close  together  that 
ths  nurses  cannot  KSt  room  to  attend 
to  a  patient  notli  they  have  moved 
nother  bed  up  against  a  third  one. 
ah  oC  What  that -erowdiag  of  the 
sloh  wsaas  to  them;  think  all  you 
oan,  and  even  then  you  cannot 
isailas  what  it  means  to  the  patients. 

Ia  the  *  publlo  ward  pavilions  we 
havs  wliat  once  were  private  rooms, 
from  which  we  derived  a  good  in- 
come and  from  which  we  could  get  a 
larger  revenue  today,  if  we  had  not 
to  use  them  for  public  .ward  patients. 
As  I  passed  slong  the   corridor  and 


doors  were  open  on  that  cold  night, 
presumably  for  ventilation,  I  saw 
three  be^s  in  each  room  where  the 
cubic  air  space  calls  for  only  one, 
and  eacm  bed  was  occupied  by  a 
sick  man.  I  saw  a  screen  at  the  end 
of  a  corridor  and  behind  it  another 
t>ed  and  another  patient.  In  a' glazed 
verandah  (sun-room)  there  were  two 
beds  and  two  patients,  both  women. 
I  have  known  three  to  be  there,  and 
soon  we  will  have  four.  • 

On  the  way  out  I  met  *the  city 
health  offlcer.  We  discussed  the  pro- 
vision the  Oovernment  is  calling  on 
the  city  to  make  for  the  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases.  The  scheme  calls 
for  a  clinic  and  does  not  contemplate 
the  provision  of  room  for  bed  cases. 
We  are  told  "the  public  hospitals 
must  take  them."  Do  decent,  clean- 
living  men  and  women  want  to  be 
treated  in  crowded  wards  and  rooms 
with  venereal  patients?  We  .  have 
one  such  case  in  a  room  with  two 
other  patients,  a  man  dying  of  a 
hoyor  so  .foul  that  it  is  not  fit  for 
dj»scrlption  here,  yet  two  sick  men 
have 'to  endure  his  proximity,  for  we 
have  not  any  plape  in  which  ^o 
Isolate  the  one,  or  room  elsewhere 
for.  the  two. 

^Do  the  i>eople  of  Victoria  realize  that 
we  have  not  any  room  in  the  hospital 
for  them  if  any  calamity  overtakes  the 
city?  I  fear  they  do  not.  Their  atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  it  more  tkan 
once.    . 

Despite  all  this,  we  tallc  glibly  of 
playing  fields,  swimming  baths,  band 
stands  and  seats  for  lovers,  and  Ignore 
a  Itaatter  of  vital  Importance  yt  the  en- 
tire community.  We  even  say  we  can- 
not afford  to  increase  our  public  con- 
tributions towards  th«  support  of  the 
iToBpltal;  no.  not  even  to  take  care  of 
the  higher  cost  of  living,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  greater  efflclency,  and  allow  the 
institution  to  struggle  on  with  a  stead- 
ily Increasing  and  hampering  debt,  with 
constant  dunning  from  tradeamen  and  a 
close  watch  upon  a  small  overdraft  by 
ths^ank.  The  day  of  reckoning  may 
be  closer  than  we  think.

The  report  of  the  committee  whleh 
met  the  Cabinet  on  the  lOt^  Inst,  and 
presented  the  request  for  a  bonus  was 
mad*  by  Mr.  Stoltea,  secretary  of  that 
committee.  The  consensus  of  opinion 
of  the  members  present  at  last  night's 
meetlna  was  that  the  Premier's  re- 
ply to  the  committee  wan  "disappolnt- 
ina."  and  that  the  matter  should  not 
b«  permitted  to  rest  there,  but  should 
bm  carried  farther. 

Appmachlna  House 
■  In    tiaiir A'  to    the^iuSresHon   that 
-the  Legislature  be  approached  it  was 
pointed    out    that    a    petition    to    the 
I4ea^lature    was    not    a    permissible 
step,    because    that    body    cannot    re- 
ceive   petitions    on    matters    affecting 
the  revenue,  but  the  same  end  could 
be   met  by. having  a   private   lyember 
.of  the   House   move   for  the  appoint- 
ment  of   a   select   committee    to   deal 
with    the    matter.      In    this    way    the 
request  of  th«  Civil  Service  could  be 
broufht  tcT  the  attention  of  Uie  mem- 
bers of  the  House. 

The  need,  of  letting  the  general 
public  know  the  real  facts  of  the 
present  situation  and  the  hardships 
which  many  of  the  members  of  the 
service  endure  because  of  wholly  in- 
adequate remuneration  was  voiced  by 
another  speaker,  who  helc^  that  while 
It  might  be  a  nice  thing  to  have  the 
sympathy  of  the  Premier  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Cabinet,  a  sympathy  the 
Premier  lukd  voiced.  ,  nevertheless 
sympathy  in  these  days  of  rising 
prices  did  'not  go  very  far.  The 
Premier's  expressed  solicitude  for  the 
taxpayer  was  an  old  story  with  the 
politlclaaa,  It  waa  averred.  It  waa  but 
the  customary  excuse  offered  when  a 
Qovemmeht  sought  a  way  to  avoid 
meeting  requests  for  Xinanclal  aid. 
Aatead  Ooastltutlon 

Several  Important  amendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  Victoria  ^ranch 
were  considered  and  approved.  It  was 
decided  to  fix  the  membership  fee  on 
the  following  basis:  $2  for  those  re- 
ceiving |90  and  less  per  month;  |3  to 
those  receiving  between  |90  and  1150 
per  month,  and  |4  to  those  receiving 
over  flSO.  This  fee  will  be  payable 
in  two  instalments  on  May  1  and  No- 
vember 1  of  each  year.  In  the  case  of 
members  in  arrears  of  payment  of  m^m- 
berahlp  fee  It  was  decided  that  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  payment  the  secretary  ohall  notify 
all  delinquents*  that  arrearn  mtiHt  be 
paid  within  fourteen  days,  in  default  of 
which  their  names  will  be  posted.  At 
the  expiratloa  of  sixty  days  from  date 
of  payment  members  who  have  still 
failed  to  paytarreara  will  be  suspended, 
provided,  however,  that  such  members 
may  be  reinstated  upon  payment  of  all 
sums  due  together  with  an  additional 
sum  of  |1.  But  power  was  given  to 
the  executive  committer  to  niispend  the 
above   penalties   in  uny   particular  case. 

The  present  rule  that  all  elected  of- 
ficers shall  hoM  office  for  one  year  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected  was 
altered  to  read  that  such  elected  of- 
ficers shall  hold  office  until  their  ayc- 
oessors  are  elected  and  that  two  of 
the  five  exeoUttve  members  shall  be 
elected  for  two  years,  the  remainder 
for  one  year. 

Another  amendment  provided  that  the 
financial  year  of  the  Branch  shall  be 
the  twelve  months  ending  October  31. 
Instead  of  the  fixed  date  for  the  an- 
nual meeting — the  second  Monday  In 
November — a  change  was  made  provid- 
ing that  such  meeting  shall  be  held  in 
November,  the  day  to  be  fixed,  by  the 
executive  committee.  Qeneral  meetings, 
at  present  limited  to  quarterly  meet- 
ings, may  be  held  in  addition  an  often 
as  the  executive  committee  deems  nec-

Hopper 
and  Miss  Jaegsrs.  The  L,cglslatlon  and 
Salaries  and  Grading  Committees  will 
be  announced  later. 

Announcement  was  made  that  The 
Bulletin,  to  be  Issued  monthly  by  the 
local  BraiMsh.  will  make  lU  appearaaoc 
about  the  first  of  the  new  year  and 
memtiers  were  reqiMsted  to  give  It  their 
support  to  the  end  that  it  may  develop 
into  an  agency  making  for  the  good 
of  the  service.  ' 

Some  amusement  was<  create^  when, 
at  the  cowmencement  at  the  meeting, 
a  menyber  pointed  to  the  fact  that  by 
the  constitution  of  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Congress  of  Canada,  with  wblth 
the  Victoria  Branch  is  affiliated,  it  is 
obligatory  upon  the  Branch  to  have 
displayed  at  all  meetings  the  constitu- 
tl6n  of  thf  Congress.

An  echo  of  the  famous  Bullion 
Mine  litigation  which  haa  been  before 
the  public  for  itome  yearB  past  until 
recently,  when  tSe  Privy  Council  de- 
cision placed  the  title  to  leases  on 
the  property  in  the  name  of  W.  T. 
Ward  and  associates,  was  heard  yes- 
terday, when  Mr.  Ward,  accompanied 
by  Mr  flOltcltor,  Mr.  W.  J.  Taytorr 
K.C.,  waited  upon  the  Provincfal  Cab- 
inet to  discuss  the  matter  of  rentals 
In  arrears. 

The  leases  to  the  Bullion  Mine  and 
other  placer  ground  in  the  Cariboo 
section  were  Issued  undcy:  a  special 
Act  of  the  Legislature  to  Mr.  John 
Hoppe.  The  resultant  litigation  l>e- 
tween  he  and  Ward  has  created  much 
Interest  in  the  mining  world,  and  ulti- 
mately was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
latter.  Owing  to  the  litigation,  rentals 
on  the  leases  were  not  paid,  and  now 
Mr.  Ward  tftkes  the  view  that  the 
rentals  for  the  period  the  dispute  haa 
been  in  the  courts  should  not  be  ex- 
acted by  the  Oovernment,  especially 
in  view  of  the  4act  that  the  litigation 
arose  out  of  the  action  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  granting  by  special  Act  leases 
on  the  ground  to  Hoppe. 

Premier  Oliver  expressed  the  view 
that  Mr.  Ward  had  a  pretty  good 
case,  but  pending  any  decision  by  the 
Government  the  matter  will  be  gone 
into  by  the  Minister  of  Mines,  who 
will  report  back  to  the  Cabinet.       "
